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Hough there be many more ObſtruRions and Difficul- 
ties to be met with, in the making of the Riverrs with- 
in this Iſland Navigable,then are familiarly in the Flae 
Netherlands of Holland, andthe reſt ofthe United Pro- 

vinces of Belgium : whoſe benefic may ſeem to allure 

us to the like Iydyſtry, nevertheleſs England: fair Valleyes, and 
rich Inlets, through which many noble Rivers inſinuatethiemſeves, 
might, with the Imitation of our ingenious Neighbours, be made 


in many places docible of Navigation, to the ineſtimable comfore, 


eaſe and benefit of the SubjeR : wherefore, inall Humilicy, I make 
this my moſt Humble Addreſs unto Your Moſt Renowned and Em- 
perial Majeſty : And ſhew, That yet fuch an F_——_ in ſeve- 
ral places of this Iſland may with advantage be effteRed by di- 
vers and ſundry wayes, of no1eſs Importance tothe whole Nation,

'Relieftothe Land, and moſt remarkably to be perceived, by the

zard, delay and charge than in ſuch Mediterranean Rivers ( as is 
by this deſigned ) becoming Navigable, may be effeuglly brought

dt To the great Eaſe of the SubjeR, for the Rivers ſo 
deſigned, being Navi able thereb : with lefler Charge, with fewer 
hands, greater Tranſportations from. place id place and in ſhorter 
time may be made: Armies in-time of -Wetre , in their primeſt 
Strength, by ſuch Tranſport, fit for ready Service- (which the ha. 
zardous Condition of a Souldiers Calling is dayly to expeR) may 
Gfely,ſilently and without harraſs of the Country in their goods and 
Carriages, be thus conveyed. PETE 
Thirdly, Hereby a great Increaſe, of His Majeſties Revenge may 

be eſtabliſhed upon-the Crown from ſuch a Publick Work, whigh the 
happy experience His Majeſty hath. had of the Vew-CaflsTrade 
of Ceal , were there no other Commodity then Coal to betranſ- 
ported in ſachRivers, may inyite him to and which may be ſetleds 
with ſo great Cheartuln of the SubjeR, as that a greatabatemene 
of the Rates of the Commodities traffique'd in may be had thereby , 
notwithſtanding ſuch impoſition for His Majeſty upon the ſame, to

Fiftly.By countenancing this Work, Horſe will be preſerved: for 
war, for Merchandize, or other purpo w/o Occaſion may offer, and 
th eWiſdom of Your Majeſty may thinK beſt to approve of. 

Sixtly, And what is well worthy of Obſerving, the High-wayes 
hereby will be much preſerved, and become a very acceptable - 
work to the Country, which now notwithſtanding their preat colt, 
Is now a grievous Toil as well to man as beaſt, —_ now ſo unne- 
ceſſarily plowed up by Waggons of Prodigious Burthens, which in 
this Iſland are dayly travelling : And alſo to the inſenfible relief of 
this 1ſland, by many other wayes and means to be diſcovered by us, 
as they ſhall be occaſionally offered ro us to underſtand. 

And, indeed, the making of theſe Rivers Navigable , may be 
brought to paſs, well nigh, at aseaſy a coſt and charge as the Fex- 
ning works have been, though ſuch great Works ſeemingly threaten 
great difficulties , which may not be foreſeen or known till felt: 
Yet, re vera, the benefiis are fo innumerable and conſiderable 
which invites unto this Work in many places of this Iſland, as, at the 
very firſt ſight, will ſhew ſuch hazards to be too inconſiderable to 
put 1 Baffle, or occaſion ſo Noble a Work, fo feaſable, and to ſo good 
purpoſes, and high ends, ( where they are well ballanced, and ma- 
naged. by well pondered reſolutions ) to be laid aſide: there being 
in this 1ſl2d, Sufficiency of all Sorts of Proviſions for undertaking 
of the ſame, which Prince or People , either are,or may be, unqueſti- 
onably furniſhed with ,. being appointed of Council, in all wayes re. 
quiſite for ſuch an enterpriſe of the choiceſt ſtamp, and of hands and 
means ( in this ſo populous and great trading Nation ) fo inexpreſ{- 
ſibly endleſs, as muſt indiſputably admit them by a preſuppoſed ac- 
cord of both,to be interpreted in an eafy.capacity, ro at unto effet 
above the Level of ſach a work as this : eſpecially being Exolhiſh ſpi- 
rits (who. by their high TranſaRions almoſt of all kinds through- 
out the world }) aredeemed to admit nothing difficult but by them 
with Ceremony to be brought to paſs, ſo it be but fit in Prudence 
to be undertaken, , and the more the difficulty and greatneſs of the 
Work is apparent,” let it be carried on with the greater Cheatful- 
neſs, as to the more atchieyvement of our Honours'in the 'Suceels 

B as - thereof 
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theredf, after the manner of A:/as who is decypher'd to have car- 
ried the World upon his Shoulders, without groaning. 

Over and beſides the Variety of great and conſtant charges which 
are to be expended in & about the effeRing and continned fruition of 
this great Improvement, there will be pre-required a Purchaſe of or 
other agreement for ſuch Mills,and Parcels of Grounds, from the In- 
hericours of them, or from ſuch as have the ſame by Leaſe, or from 
both , which intervenes in and upon ſuch Channels or Lands, which 
are ſo praRticably capable amongſt us ( by the Indultry of man for 
good purpoſe ) of being cut, opened, cleanſed and otherwiſe fitted 
for Navigation, and ſhall beſt accommodate ſuch deſign : The Banks 
of ſich Channels where there muſt be Occaſion for Towing of the 
Veſlels.to be Navigated with, by the Aſſiſtance of Horſe or man, 
being ſo neceſſary an appurtenant to be made uſe of, together with 
ſuch River to be made Navigable ; (as well as the frequent Occaſi.. 
ons, which may be expected to be had of the ſame Banks, for the 


Cleanſing and other amendments of ſuch Rivers ) muſt obliege to | 


agreements for the ſame , wherein let the Seller departing from his 
rightat anathers Will, ever have advantage.

Main (tream, from off ſuch Sals, in avoidance of rending up or 
breaking of the ſame , . which by the Natural force and current of 
the Scream , eſpecially in floods and Storms (if ſuch Safſes ſhould 
be planted upon the moſt current Streams of the River, which they 
areto beinſervient unto) muſt reaſonably be expeRted And 
no other means, ever was, or is imaginzble, for the ficting of a Ri- 
yer of great Streams in many places, oft times too ſhallow for the 
draughc of a Veſſel of Convenient Burthen , for good Uſe upon 
ſuch River, or for the apting of one River unto another, - by cutting 
a graft betwixt two Rivers, at ſuch a Level as the Water of the one 
ſhal runinto the other, ſo as a Veſſel may fail, or be towed fron 
one of the Rivers unto the other art arbitrement, except by ſuckr 
Saſſes penning up, and thereby raifing the water for uſe as by ſo ma- 
ny ſtairs or ſteps as is or may be wanting to become of convenient 
depth for the tranſport of Veſſels of ſo good Burthen, as may be 
to goodpurpoſe, fit for the producing of a Comerce by Navigation 
between any one Country of this i(land and another. 

Nor can the pulling up of Corn Mills (the onely ObſiruRion, as 
being of a more publick ſervice then any other intervening good ) 
be a ſufficient pretence to impede chis' Enterprize of making ſuch Ri. 
vers Navigable, as by conſideration of their Service tothe-Country, 
ſhall be found fir co made Navigable ; ſeing that the Neceſſary Of 
fice of ſuch Mills may be performed at an eaſyer charge by Horſe. 
mills, by Wind-mills, or by Vil's termed River-Mills, which in the 
Low-Countryes, and ſome parts of 7taly are familiarly, made uſe of 
in flat bottomed. Boates, and chereby conveyed to Service (as the 
Occaſion of the Country may require) from one place. unto ano- 
ther, which by reaſon ofthe Number and certainty of the Gryſt of 
Corn at appointed times to be had, wrought by the Water-mills 
now in uſe amongſt us; the advantage of which, is littſe-more then 
a ſlight kind of Ceremony to man, an uafic Conſideration to lay aſide

Of ſuch Mills, as are\fo to be removed, are preadmitted to be reta- 
liated for with good advantage to the Owner : but if this great 
Conſumption of Timber be ſtill permitted, there will not be enough 
to build either Water-mill or Wind-mill. 

Yer, if any Owner be of ſo more/e a Spirit, as to bid a Contradi- 
Aion to the worlds and his own advantage, fer his ſuppoſed un- 
queſtiof\able Vineyards ſake, Its reaſonably to be underſtood a du- 
ty incumbent upon His Majeſty and Parlament, in ſuch a caſe as 
Guardian to all Subjz&s goods and rights (as his Catholique Ma» 
jeſty in his Dominions of Spain , takes charge of all the S1b{tance, 
and affaires of perſons as are Lunatiques, governing their affiirs me 
fine, modo & menſura ) that His Majeſty and Parlament may dif- 
poſe of the Eſtates of ſuch perſons (will they nil! they) as to the 
Paublique, ſhall ſeem beſt, without the concurrence of them. 

In every place where the making ot a River Navigable is de- 
ſigned to be enterprized, there is ſeriouſly to be conſidered what 
improvement may moſt probably accrew to the Land or 
any part of the Land thereby, viz. what-charge may be fa- 
ved, and what profit may by means thereof :be had , which 
elſe could not be had, and a conference of this muſt be bad, with 
what muſt be expended for effeRing of ſuch work, a computation 
ſufficiently eaſy, unto abundant ſatisfaRion to be made, for where 
amongſt other ſervices, ſuch Rivers fhall become ſubſervient to 
ſome certain great Staple Trade, the Profit both co King and Sub» 


je being certain to be alwayes great (admitting the ordinary Pro- - 


vidence of Heavensinfluence in the preſerving of ſuch Trade) And 
the the charge being but once, and that to be probably effeRed by 
one years profit, accrewable by ſuch River, or well near there- 
abouts, reaſonably to be computed by the neceſlary and great Trade 
of Coales, &c. unqueſtionably to be concluded upon, to be had 
upon ſach River by the Countryes great want of fuell bordering 
upon the ſame, all other Trades to be had upon ſuch Rivers bear- 
ing their proper ſhare, inthe affiſtance of it, and conſidering fur- 
ther , that ſuch works are alwayes to be wrought, where the 
grounds (which are to be fo cut through) are to be found, or ad- 
mitted to beſo favorable in their Scite and nature ro the Work, as 
that of themſelves rhey much lean to the doing of the ſame : where-

by the charge muſt be eſteemed moderate and ſuch River already 
had or to be made art, or well nigh ;, ſo moderate rates mult, pri 
intuitu, be deemed properly worthy to be ſo fitted for Navigation, 
all other conſtant immergent charges of preſerving the River, once 
made ſo Navigable being too Inconſiderable;ro out-weigh the Scales 
in this caſe. R 

By this Lesbian Rule, 1 have ſurveyed, examined, and found di- 
yers Rivers within this Iſland in apt places for ſuch Trade praftica- 
ble, with eaſe to be made thus Navig:ible, and more particu- 
larly, . 


Firſt , That the River Avon of Briſtol, may be, by the preſcri-_ 
bed means of Art, charge and' power upon the premiſed, prudent 
Ballance of Charge and Profit, be made Navigable from Briſtol to 
Calne, or to Mamsbury in Wiltſhire, and by cutting a Graft of 
five Miles, or thereabour, in length onely, through a ground which 
I found favorable by Nature, for ſuch purpoſe: tne ſ:me River may 
take its Journey for the ſame uſe, ( planting Safles alſo aptly upon 
the ſame) from Mfamerbary to Leſplade in Oxfordſhire, and there 
ſalute the River 7s already Navigable, which fa delivers it ſelf into 
the Thames, and bring the Trade of 7re/and, the Rich fruits of Corn- 
wall, Devon and Sommerſet, Mendip Hills, and Wales , and any 
other Portage, as well as of the Intervening Countryes, to the Cit- 
tyes of Briſtol and. London, mentioned, and back again at will ; by 
fo much a ſhorter and ſafer cut , (as will appear more plainly by di- 
vers Maps, and other printed Papers, ſet forth at my ewn particu- 
lar charge) and ſo much leſſer charge of Portage then elſe can 
be ( one boat upon the ſame carrying as much as an hundred 
horſe) as muſt exceedingly abate the price, by leſſening the Char- 
ges of the Commodities of the ſame ; and more particularly bring 
an Immeaſurable Trade of Coales from ales and Briftol, to the im- 
ploying of many thouſand Subjefts in Mines, and alſo about the 
River, and the great advance of many a man by Merehandize, in 
and about the fame, to the incredible Relief of the bordering 
Countryes of Wiltſzire , Glocefterſhire, Oxfordſvire, andiothers ly- 
ng on or near the ſame, as far as His Majeſty ſhall from time to 
time think meet in prudence to admitof; ever regarding _—_ 

erve 
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Terve of His Newcaſile Trade, the great ſupport of His Navy, which 
by the Supplyes of theaforementioned C ountryes from Br;fol will 
not be <endamaged : This propoſed Trade of Coal, not claſhing 
with che Newcaſtle Tradeatall, ſo much more may His Maj ſtirs 
Coffers be en: iched, then now they are, as well 2s by other Impoſts, 
by an Impoſt upon this Trade of Coales in the River Avon of Bri- 
ſol becoming Navigable, as is ſet forth, Inſenfible to thoſe Coun- 
tryes, which are to be ſupplyed by the fame, being they now pay 
thrice the rates for Coa/ to what the ſame may be afforded at by che 
Merchant, notwithſtanding his diſcharge of ſuch great Impoſlt upon 
the ſame : and all other Commodities may be commerced in, upon 
this River , at halfthe Charge of what is paid for Land carriage 
or Portage, much to the SubjeRs eaſe and happineſs, which alſo 
may afford a very conſiderable Return to His Majeſty for the ſame, 
ro be ſquared our, when the River ſhall become thus Navigable, 
as His Majeſty and Parlament (by Ballance of the Gain of Portage 

in each particular Commodity to be thereby had above what is now 

h:d ) ſhall deem moſt juſt roboth, And its worthy to be con(i- 
dered, - how great a relief of Coal, in times of Warr at Sea, the 
City of LON DON may enjoy by this Atchievement, Let the Ci- 
ties incredible want of Coal, near to the hazard of an Iofurre{ion, 

in our late Conflits with the Dxtch, and the great Ingredient, the 

Conſideration of this want was of, to the Neceſſary contrating of 
thar Speedy Peace'with them, convince us: Were my Adviſes of

Secenaly, T find, that after the like manner to tbe like Traffique 
of Commodities (when thoſe rempeſtuons Seas, tor want of con- 


venient' Hairbours vpon the Borders of Lincolnſhire, bids denyal

toall fe Trade there, to- the like great 'Impſoyment” of Miners, 
and other men, and great enrichment of many a Merchant theres 
by; the like relief to His: Majeſty and SubjeRs,' in tlie charge of 
Portage, as Occaſion ſhall require an abatement of rates through 
divers Countryes thereby, and che like Return'of Impoſt upon all 
Commodities, with the like amicable reſpe&; by an equal ballance 
of what each Commodity will bear, by conſent of Parlament, to: be 
ſetled upon His Majeſty for the ſame'; as the River Avon of / Bri> 
fol ; may the River 1yavency be made Navigable, by cuiting of a 
convenient graft near Loppams Bridge, ſufficient for Navigation, 
lefs then three Miles ( through 'gronnds, in their own Nature: fayo- 
rable for ſuch an Enterprize ) into Litrle Ouſe which carryes it ſelf 
unto Lim in Norfolk, and by Planting Safſes upon! thoſeRivers; as 
ſh1ll be adviſed by the preſcribed'direRtions: any Commoduies (as 
occaſion ſhall require ) | may be' hereby conveyed'to the Uſerof Swfs.

But the Country then being Strangers to the Trade of Coal ; 
a Commodity, then and for ſeveral Generations fully prevented 
by the ready ſupply of Wood for fewel, and all other Traffique 
of theſe Countries being much ſhort of what now the ſame is ; 
This New-cut Rjver of ſeven miles betwixt Zincolne and Torkſea, 
for want of V/e became fludg'd up and is grown into a Paſture, 
which rbe onely Trade of Coales ( which it might be accommoda- 
ted with:) from 1Vetrizgham-ſhire , Derby-ſvire or York/vire, were 
it now Navigable as then it was, as well to the great relief of all 
the aforemen:ioned Countryes as the enrichment of Your Maje- 
tie would now preſerve; And let theſe obſervations made on 
theſe two Rivers induce unto an Inqueſt, and Ballance of other Ri- 
vers within this Iſland: and bring thoſe Parts into a flouriſhing Con- 
dition, all ſorts of Commodities trom the Eaſtern pirts of the World 
being equally diſtributed to the Nortband EaF of England, (as by 
the former deſign of opening the Rivers between London and Brifel,
